1The General Assembly ended the 2017 long session with a minor change to special proceeding court costs.  The only change made 
was removal of the $1.50 allocation of GCJ funds to legal services provided under the Access to Civil Justice Act, which was repealed 
by the 2017 Appropriations Act, S.L. 2017-57.  The repeal of this $1.50 allocation was made in the 2017 Budget Technical Corrections 
Act, HB 528.  HB 528 became law at 12:01 a.m. on July 31, 2017.  It does not have a session law number assigned to it yet. Full text of 
HB 528 (ratified) is available at http://www.ncleg.net/Sessions/2017/Bills/House/PDF/H528v5.pdf.  
2 The 2017 Budget Technical Corrections Act, HB 528) removed the $1.50 LAA allocation. All of the GCJ fee goes to the General Fund. 
3 Fair market value is determined by: (i) sale price if there is a sale; (ii) appraiser’s valuation if there is no sale; or (iii) appraised value 
from the property tax records, if there is neither a sale nor an appraiser’s valuation. 
4 Although filed as special proceedings (SP), foreclosure costs are assessed under G.S. 7A-308 (miscellaneous costs), not the special 
proceeding costs statute, G.S. 7A-306. The facilities fee and Telecommunications and Data Connectivity fee are not assessed in G.S. 
7A-308, so they are not assessed for foreclosure filings. 
5 The motion/notice of hearing fee does not apply to a notice of hearing on any motion listed in G.S. 7A-308; for a list, see 
“Appendix– Motion/Notice of Hearing Fee Exemptions” at the end of the 2017 Civil Costs Chart.  The fee also does not apply to a 
notice of hearing on any motion “containing as a sole claim for relief the taxing of costs, including attorneys’ fees” or to a motion 
filed pursuant to G.S. 1C-1602 or 1C-1603 (to designate exemptions from enforcement of a judgment). No more than one fee shall 
be assessed for any motion for which a notice of hearing is filed, regardless of whether the hearing is continued, rescheduled, or 
otherwise delayed. Finally, pursuant to G.S. 7A-306(f), the fee does not apply to motions filed in foreclosures under power of sale.
